TO THE CITIZENS 
OF GRAYLING... 


In the Grayling paper of Thursday, 
February 2nd, 1939, there appeared on 
the front page (and also in folder form 
distributed about town) under the heading 
“PUBLIC NOTICE” an article purporting 
to give you “straight facts and figures 
about the proposed municipal owned elec- 
tric light and power plant’, as found by 
the engineers employed by the city council- 
men, 


We wish to advise you that som of the 
figures and conclusions given therein are 
grossly inaccurate and untrue—possibly 
misstated in an effort to make it appear 
that the proposed plant would “clear an 
$8,000.00 profit per year”. We know_the 
figures. to be-.untrue—because they are 
figures about our business which are a 
matter of public record. 


Several of the paragraphs following 
item No. 14, of the newspaper and folder 
article, are the ones which should be stud- 
fed most carefully and really dug into. 
Please note particularly the following par- 
agraphs appearing in the article referred 
to, which are reprinted below and marked 
(a), (b), (c), for convenient reference. 


Next, please note that the last seii 
of the paragraph marked (a) assumes that 
should the eity plant have 80% of the 
customers, with the present raten, they 
would have $35,000 of revenue per year. 


That is incorrect because— 


In the first place — 80% of $38,000 is 
not $35,000, it is only $30,400. That is an- 
other small discrepancy of a few thousand 
dollars. 


In the second place — as already point- 
ed out, there isn’t any $38,000 of total 
yearly revenue to start with. There was 
only $34,550 for 1937, and 80% ofthat is 
only $27,640 instead of the $35,000 yearly

which the figure is claimed to have been 
taken, shows on Plate No. 1 the correct 
total revenue figures of our company in 
Grayling for each of the years 1930-1937 
inclusive, as they were reported to the 


existing utilities. 


In the fourth place — Pleare figure out 
with us what would happen should Gray- 
ling build the proposed plant end get only 
50% of the business. Also, please bear in 
mind that they might easily get still less 
than 50%. The Company’s total 1937 
revenue was $34,550. Our 1938 revenue

Please note also that during the 8 years 
for which total revenue figures are shown 
above, there were years when the total 
revenue was very substantially Jess than in 
1937, It will always be true that when 
general business conditions are poor, elec- 
tric revenues will suffer the same as other 
kinds of business, and if those who want a 
municipal light plant in Grayling are figur- 
ing that their revenue wil] always continue 
to increase, and never go down, they are 
making a very bad mistake. 


Paragraph (c) says that the cit ’s en-. 


gineers “recommend a-reduction of rates;——~ ~~ 


thereby doing away with a part’—of the 
profit they sre counting on. In the fore- 
going it has been clearly shown that in- 
stead of any profit whatever there is much 
more likely to be a yearly loss of $9,400, or 
even more, so it appears there need be no 
concern about keeping profiits down, but it 
is very plain that if the city usea lower 
rates they will have less annual revenue to 
count on, and losses will be still more. 


Therefore, if those who are urging you _ 
to vote for a city plant should suggest or 
promise lower rates to catch votes, vou 
may be very sure it will make failure that 
much more certain. 


If you have not checked with your pen- 
ci] the figures we have given vou berein, 
please do so, in order that you mav be as 
sure as we are that the proposed municinal 
light plant would be doomed to miserable 
financial failure, leaving the citizens -nd 
the city of Grayling (but not the machin.
